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H E Acts of Parliament touching the Duty of Exciſe, Order that every Common Brewer, for 
every Barrel of Ale or Bcer by um Brewed, whether Strong or Small, that is above 6 s. the 
Barrel ſhall pay to the King the Duty of 2 s. 6 d. the Barrel, and for every Barrel of Ale or 
Beer of 6 5. the Barrel, or under, ſhall p17 che Duty of 6 d. the Barrel; and by the ſame 
Actscvery Barrel of Beer is appointed and allowcd to captain 36 Gallons to the Barrel, and 
eycry Barrel -of Ale to contain and be allowed 32 Galions ro the Barrcl, cach Gallon to 
contain 4 Quarts of the Ale-quart Standard of the Exchequer. 
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And for the Brewers Encouragement, and towards their Loſs happening by Filling and 

Leakage, the ſaid Acts do allow and appoint that racy ſhall havs allowed them out of cycry 23 Barrels of Beer, they 


ſhall ſo Brew 3 Barrcls, and out of eycry 22 Barrcls of Ale 2 Barrchs. 


= That theſe Brewers cver ſince, and before the making the ſaid Acts of Parliament always Brewed Beer, and not 

b- Ale, neither do they pretend to Brew Ale, they being really and properly cer Brewers, and cver accounted ſuch, 

'S and cheir Drink always taken to be and returned as Beer, and not as Ale, until about 4 years laſt paſt, when, by-the 

* _ Advice of Intereſted Perſons, Beer was to be decmed and returned Ale, and 35 Gallons thereby reduc'd to 32 Gallons; 
and 1ntruth ſuch has been the practice ever ſince, and continues to this day. > 


That the Gagers' have alſo ſince that time turcher umpoſed upon the Brewers, by Gaging and Returming their 
L- Worts hot from the Copper in the Backs and Coolers, whereas the practice was always quite otherways, and 
as 1s conceived by Law, the Gagers Return ought to be from the Tun, and no Returns to be made but from 


thence. 


By reaſon of which unwarrantable Gaging of hot Worts, and the Returning Peer to be Ale, the Brewers loſe 
,n Eighth part of what they Brew, the Steem and Sediment being as well Gaged and Returned as the Worts, and 
*«he Allowance given the Brewers by the Acts alſo wholly taken away 1n ſuch falſe Returns. |

' Great Differences have often aroſe between Brewer and Gager, and Applications made by the Brewer to Perſons 
Authorized by Law to determine ſuch Differences, who have often Adjudged on bchalt of the Brewer, as is ready to 

be proved, yet all but fruitleſs and in vain ; the Gager till perſiſting in their arrcgular Returns, and the Rover: 
expoſed to the Mercy of a Gager's ſingle Oath, to Make and Return their Drink of what quality, and by what 
name they pleaſe, although they little or ncyer were acquainted with the Brewing Trade, to the great Oppreſſion 
and diſcouragement of the Brewers in their ſeveral Occupations, and the diſabling them in their ready complance of 

payment to their Majcſtics of their Juſt Duty Aſſeſſed. by Law, ( which they always were, and ſtill are willing to do, } 
unleſs ſpeedily reliey'd and helpt by the Authority oi this Honourable Houſe, which they humbly Offer to their Grave 
Conſideration for Relict therein. | | | 
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
